HE CALLED DISEASE SMALLPOX 


He Also Examined the Son of Postmaster 


Sondles and Pronounced His Trou- 


ble Chickenpox.

I visited Doctor Kitzmiller, of 


Avondale on March 14, 1001, and 
pronounce his disease smallpox,

opinion regarding the disease from, 
whictt iJOctor Kitzmiilef is suffering. | 
He calls it smallpox, and as he is an 
official whose duties make him an ex- 
pert in the diagnosis of this particlar j 
enemy of mankind his view, is accep- j 
ted in some directions. There is, how- j 
ever, at least one man who thinks he j 
was negligent. 


The physician is Dr. J.H. Moninger. 


medical inspector for the state board 
of health. He came here 
Thurs- 


day 
afternoon 
from 
Col- 


umbus, and was at once driven to 
Avondale by Doctor Marshall who 
pronounced the disease smallpox when 
he first visited Doctor Kitzmiller. 
The inspector entered the Kitzmiller 
residence on which the now- familiar 
warning is still tacked, but Doctor 
Marshall remained 
in the buggy. 


Completing the examination Doctor 
Moninger accompanied Doctor Mar- 
shall to the postoffice where they 
called 
on 
Postmaster 
Sondles. 


The 
doctor 
questioned him con- 


cerning the condition of his son, 
who'has been ill with an eruption 
similar to that which covers Doctor 
Kitzmiller. They visited the boy and 
Doctor Moninger ,was driven to Co- 
shocton to eaten the afternoon train 
from Golumbuf. Before going he gave 
to THE AGE the statement which ap- 
pears at the beginning of-this article. 


"There is not a ghost of a doubt as 


to what Doctor Kitzmiller has. It is 
the smallpox," said Doctor Moninger 
to THE AGE. "I examined him and I 
could tell you why I 'know it is 
smallpox, but I have no time as I 
must catch the train. I understood 
there were several cases of what seem- 
ed to be chickenpdx in the village,and 
I visited of one these patients, the 
son of Postmaster Sondles. 
He has 


1 he chickenpox." 


The doctor then hastened away and 


was soon on the road to Cclumbus. He 
was very positive in his statement 
concerning the nature of the disease; 


and would not qualify it in any way. 


MR. SONDLES' CHARGE. 


Tie Postmaster Declares Doctor Moninfer 


Did Not Take Proper Precautions. 


Postmaster A. C. Sondles was indig- 


nant Friday afternoon when Doctor 
Moninger visited his residence, and 
in a short time telephoned THE AGE 
this statement: 


"Doctor Marshall and Dr. Moninger 


drove to Doctor Kitzmiller's house, 
and Doctor Moninger went in unpro- 
tected from contracting the disease 
except by an ordinary rubber coat. 'He' 
examined 
some of the 
pustules 


with his hands. He told the dpctor 
he had smallpox. The doctor asked 
him the reason for this conclusion but 
he gave none. He then left and came 
to the postoffice and asked to see my 
son who has been ill. On the way to 
my house I asked him what he had 
found. He said, 'Your doctor has 
smallpox.' When we reached my res- 
idence and were in the yard I asked 
him about coming to my house and 
haniiing my children\after coming 
from a man who had the 
small- 


pox. 
He 
laughed 
and 
Doctor 


Marshall said that he, (Marshall) had 
not been in the house. 
Doctor Mon- 


inger said, " O, I had a, rubber coat 
on." . I pretested but they went into 
the house- The. clothing was remov- 
ed from my boy so that his back was 
exposed: Doctor Moninger handled" 
the boy who, he said, had the chick- 
enpox, after handling Doctor Kitz- 
miller who, he said, had the small- 
pox. Then the doctors droye to Co- 
shocton to catch the train for Colum- 
bus, leaving us unprotected.

of life, sickness, misfortune and old 
age, and whereby a small portion of 
their present income, which will hard- 
ly be missed from the expenses of the 
week, wiR secure them a provision in 
their old age, surrounded by every 
comfort they-are likely to need. The 
amount paid out for benefits by their 
honest officials amounts to ' millions,

It commends itself to every institu- 
tion where large bodies of men are 
employed, and what is more import- 
ant than allj it makes free labor mas- 
ter of itself; it ends all s'trikes by ap- 
pealing to reason.

General Benjamin Harrison will be 
held at the First Presbyterian church, 
Sunday afternoon at 2 o'clock, the 
Rev. M. L. Ha'ines officiating. On Sat- 
urday the body- will lie in state at the 
Capitol from 11 a. m: to 10 p. m. All 
arrangements for the obsequies have 
been completed. 


The event will not only be one of 


national significance, but of interna- 
tional importance. 
Cablegrams are 


reaching the family of the dead states- 
man from all parts of the world offer- 
ing condolence In the hour of bereave- 
ment. The funeral will be attended 
by many of the noted men of the Unit- 
ed States. President MeKinley and 
members of his cabinet will be here. 
Governor Nash of Ohio, with his staff, 
will attend. Governor Durbin sent a 
notice of General Harrison's death to 
the governors of many of the states, 
and it is the general belief that the 
majority of them will be here. The 
members of. General Harrison's cabi- 
net have sent word that they will be 
here, and it is the intention to have 
them act as honorary pallbearers. 


All of the members of General Har- 


rison's cabinet have been heard from 
with the exception of Redfield Proctor, 
who is now in Cuba. Telegrams have 
been received from Benjamin F. Tra- 
cy, secretary of the navy; Charles Fos- 
cer, secretary of the treasury; John W. 
Noble, secretary of the interior; S. B. 
Elkins, secretary of war; John W. Fos- 
ter, secretary of state; John Wana- 
maker, postmaster general. Telegrams 
have also been received from Justices 
McKenna and Harlan of the supreme 
court and Joseph H. Manley of Maine.

Whilst I 


hare read considerable poetry and 
formed my own opinions of the merits 
and demerits of all I have read, yet I 
am aware that my opinion is of no 
more account than that of any other 
very ordinary person. It would there- 
fore be folly for me to undertake to 
fully estimate the merits o' Longfel- 
low as a poet, or attempt to analyze 
the elements of his poetry, but suffice 
it to say, that good poetry like elo- 
quence finds a response in the human 
soul and echo in the popular heart, 
and this in my opinion is the only un- 
mistakable test of genuine merit in 
this field of literature; but it will not 
do to institute a test by compari- 
son between modern and ancient 
poets, because two thousand years of 
change and progress in human nature 
have produced as marked effects in po- 
etic «emus as in anything else. An- 
other Illiad ean never be produced, 
because the Homeric age can never 
reoccur. The same may be said of 
the Shakesperean age and the age of 
Milton. 


Longfellow belonged to the 19th 


century and bis verse should be com- 
pared with the productions of his 
cotemporaries most of whom have 
passed away. By instituting a com- 
parison with other great poets of this 
age, whose genius and merit are uni- 
versally recognized, we are enabled to 
form tolerably correct opinions of his 
productions. Does Longfellow then 
meet the standard of excellence, con- 
ciseness and vigor ot style, and imagi- 
native power necessary to compare 
Jfavorably with other poets of world- 
wide reputation, and generally con- 
ceded ability? We think he does, and 
I am persuaded that nothing in the 
English ; language excels his epics. 
Bvangeline, Hiawatha, The Courtship 
of Miles Standish, and ,tbe Tales of 
the 
Wayside Inn. The 
student 


of history who is familiar with 
the story of tbe wrongs.inflicted upon 
the defenseless French Christians 
who were driven from tbeir homes 
and country by the heartless, cruel, 
and merciless conquerors of Acadia, 
now Nova Scotia, can best appreciate 
JEvangeiJne, those who love Indian 
legends can best comprehend and per- 
haps most admire Hiawatha. We alJ 
no doubt understand the Courtship 
of Miles Standish, and there are per- 
haps a few John Aldens and Priscil- 
las here tonight. 


Longfellow's lyrics take equally 


high rank from a political standpoint 
when compared with other poetry of 
that class. No other lyric in my 
opinion save "Home, Sweet.Home," 
causes such solemn reflections, and 
awakens so many recollections, espe- 
cially among the aged and the middle- 
aged as "The Bridge." 


Longfellow stands outicontradistin- 


guished from most other poets, many 
of whom have immortalized their 
name by a single verse, in that he 
has written many poems, any one of 
which entitles him to everlasting 
fame. John Howard Payne will live, 
and "Home, Sweet Home" will be 
sung until the history of earth shall 
fade from tbe memory of angels.

F. Smith will not be forgottn while 
this nation endures, and "America" 
will be the patriot's song as long as 
the Republic survives; Keys will be

acquired. It has been said, '-Poets 
are born not made.'' It is no doubt 
true that Longfellow was a born gen- 
ius, but "There is no excellency with- 
out great labor," and Longfellow's 
successful career is no exception ko 
the rule. He brought his best efforts 
to tbe accomplishment of his life 
work, and by constant thought and 
hard and unremitting toil climbed 
the ladder from the lowest to the top- 
most round of literary .fame.
